In what had to be con¬ 
sidered a very startling and 
sudden move, Agawam 
Varsity Soccer Coach Walter 
Willard resigned as the 
hooters mentor, a position he 
has held since the fall of 1968. 
Willard sent his formal 
resignation to the School 
Committee on Monday, 
November 4. 

Willard, who just com¬ 
pleted his seventh campaign 
at soccer’s helm, cited a 
number of reasons for his 
sudden departure from the 
soccer scene. Most of them 
seemed to center around his 
charges’ poor record this 
season. “Soccer has come a 
long way since the fall of 1968 
when I started,” Willard 
remarked. “I’m really proud 
of what has happened to the 
program. It’s really ex¬ 
panded.” Willard com¬ 
mended Athletic Director 
Cliff Kibbe and the School 
Committee for their efforts 
to push soccer over the 
years. “They have had a lot 
to do with it. Soccer has 
gotten it’s share of support 
from them,” Willard said. 

Willard has been 
Agawam’s first and only 
soccer coach. He is the in¬ 
dividual mainly responsible 
for the soccer program’s 
origin. He feels the recently 
established freshman 
program along with the 
youth soccer leagues in 
Agawam will definitely aid 
Brownie soccer in years to 
come. “It’s just a matter of 
time before we get the 
benefits of them,” noted 
Willard. “They will really 
improve the soccer 
program.” 

But the major question in 
many people’s minds ac¬ 
cording to the former booter 
coach is, “How long is it 
going to take"? Willard 
hopes the tide will turn soon, 
however he thinks the time 
has already past for him to 
continue coaching soccer 
waiting for that change to 
appear. “It’s gotten to the 
point I don’t have as much 
fight and determination as I 
used to.” he said. “It’s for 
the good of soccer that I 
leave. It needs a shot of 
adrenalin. It’s starting to get 
me discouraged,” he pointed 
out. “The little things are 
getting me down. Things 


that you can’t avoid. It’s at 
that point now.” 

Willard remembered when 
he told one of his players of 
his decision to resign. The 
player could not understand 
why his coach would quit. 
“Soccer has been your whole 
life,” he told Willard. 
“Well,” Willard answered, 
“I do have a wife and 
daughter. I hate to see them 
suffer. Two months of suf¬ 
fering each fall is not fair to 
anyone involved,” Willard 
said. 

“I’ve always been saying 
to myself next year wili be 
the year. That kept me 
going," Willard related. 
“That’s not there anymore. 
Willard stated this season 
there were a number of 
problems that came about, 
troubles he could not solve. 
“We had our problems this 
season. This year more than 
past,” Willard said. He 
paused, then remarked, 
“Different problems arose 
that I couldn’t solve. When it 
gets to that point something 
is wrong. It got me 
discouraged when I couldn’t 
handle it.” 

The former Brownie coach 
emphasized he had no 
regrets whatsoever over his 
seven seasons at the 
helm. “I’ve had 66 players 
who are Agawam alumni, 
and I'm proud as a peacock 
of them,” related a beaming 
Willard. “I think about what 
I’ve done for the kids we’ve 
had. “I’ve tried to motivate 
them to continue in soccer. 
We have nothing to be 
ashamed of,” he added. 
Willard further stated. 
“Somebody new will help the 
program. I’ve given my 
share, now it is someone 
else’s turn. I’ve gotten a lot 
out of soccer.” 

Philosophizing for a 
moment. Willard said 
quietly. "We can’t count a lot 
of wins. But you can t 
measure everything in 
terms of wins and losses." 

Coach Willard then quoted 
a very fitting proverb 
summing up his seven years 
as Brownie Head Coach. 
“You cpn’t get rich unless 
you multiply yourself by 
others.” "Soccer has given 
me that.”

SENIORS SERVE 
AS STUDENT TEACHERS 

Eleven Western New 


England College seniors 
have been sent into 9 area 
secondary schools as student 
teachers, according to 
Richard F. Burns, Professor 
of Education and Director of 
WNEC’s Teacher Education 
Program. 

The student teachers will 
be involved in the subject 
areas of English, govern¬ 
ment, history, mathematics, 
and psychology. 

Although there is no 
education major at WNEC, 
highly qualified seniors are 
eligible to apply for par¬ 
ticipation in the Teacher 
Education Program, now in 
its sixth year. An indication 
of the selectivity of the 
program is that over 63 per 
cent of this year’s student 
teachers will graduate with 
honors. 

The students devote half of 
their semester to studying 
educational psychology for 
an understanding of learning 
theory, and for insights into 
techniques which can be 
• employed to change 
behavior. They also take a 
methods course where 
emphasis is placed upon 
“micro-teaching,” and class 
work in communication 
techniques.

war. The war was over when the referendum 
question was settled. We have been spending 
two and a half years, approximately, running 
outside of our area trying to douse the 
firebrands that have been shot into the roof of 
this charter. I say give this charter a chance 
to work. Give it a chance to work with the 
spirit that is in this charter and let the 
manager do his job. Give the council mem¬ 
bers a chance to do the job that they were 
elected to do. 

Alvigini’s remarks received — and 
deservedly so — a thundering applause . . . 
the most sustained of the evening. 

“I think the reason the charter was set up in 
this manner was to give one man and one man 
only the administrative input and the ability 
to administer and make a decision without 
being overruled by 15 town managers.” 


Agawam Town Councilmen Paul Fieldstad 
and Edmund Coffey state that after reading 
articles submitted to news publications by 
Councilman Donald Rheault, they feel 
compelled to speak out in rebuttal and let the 
people of Agawam know exactly what truth 
lies behind statements attributed to Coun¬ 
cilman Rheault and others who are 
petitioning a public debate. 


We feel it is ill-advised for Councilman 
Rheault to use an unfortunate tragedy to 
attack the policies of the Town Manager by 
strongly inferring that the Manager places a 
dollar value on human life. Rheault stated 
that if something isn’t done to straighten out 
the problems on policy, (example:, excess 
mileage on police cruisers; faulty sirens), 
“the next incident may well be more serious. 
The cry will mount to every precinct in our 
town”. Councilman Rheault accused West- 
man of “risking the lives of any citizen in the 
Town of Agawam” by his (Westman’s) 
“procrastination” in not turning in cruisers at 
the 50,000 mileage mark. 


LET’S GET THE FACTS STRAIGHT 

Town Manager Westman requested, in his 
budget message to the Town Council, funds 
for replacing each of the three cruisers twice 
during the budget period; the safety wagon 
replaced; the detective’s car replaced; and 
the Chief’s car replaced. 


The Council minutes of the budget hearing 
dated April 9, 1974, approved by the Town 
Council, state that Councilman Joseph Della 
Guistina Guistina moved to delete $3,150.00 
from this account. This was seconded by 
Councilman Donald Rheault, and approved 
by the Council. 


Town Manager Westman requested five (5) 
new sirens for the police cruisers for $1,875.00. 
The Council approved the purchase of only 
four (4) new sirens. 


The Police Chief and Town Manager 
requested $5,000 for maintenance and parts 
for the upkeep of the police cruisers. This was 
approved by the Town Council. 


It appears to us that the question of “Trade- 
Ins at 50,000 miles” is purely an economic 
issue and should be left to the Town Ad¬ 
ministrator and department head. 


The allegation of Councilman Rheault that 
the vehicles are unsafe to drive can only be 
answered by the responsible department 
head, Police Chief Grady. (Salary - excess of 
$21,000). The Council of this town has voted 
funds for the maintenance of these police 
vehicles and the responsibility of keeping 
these vehicles in working order is the direct 
responsibility of the department head. 
Failure to do so suggests “incompetency”.

Legal Services 
To Close 


After much discussion, the 
staff at MERREP has 
reached the conclusion that 
it will be necessary to begin 
phasing down intake 
operations beginning Nov. 1 . 
Unfortunately, funding for 
this project will terminate as 
of November 30 and 
refunding has not been 
obtained. Therefore, it would 
constitute a disservice to the 
retarded to accept cases 
after Nov. 1 that could not be 
completed before the ter¬ 
mination date. 


Raymond P. Bilodeau, 
project director stated ‘‘We 
will, however, in the 
remaining time alloted, 
attempt to provide as much 
legal counsel and in¬ 
terpretation as possible. The 
training workshops for staff, 
advocates and parents will 
go forward during the month 
of November. We will be 
unable to initiate planning 
for the projected workshop 
directed to the former 
residents of Belchertown 
State School and clients in 
the community unless 
further funding is obtained. 

“In the three months that 
this project has been for¬ 
mally operating, our 
caseload has risen to over 60. 
The nature of the legal 
problems runs from 
traditional legal problems 
(criminal charges, con¬ 
sumer problems, accidents) 
to poverty law problems 
(welfare, social security, 
etc.) to problems par¬ 
ticularly related to the 
retarded (trustee accounts 
at the state school, lack of 
programs and services, 
placement or treatment 
denied by parents or other 
relatives, etc.). 

“Even more important 
has been the need we have 
found in the providers of 
services for competent legal 
advice, particularly as it 
becomes necessary to 
comply with the literal and 
moral terms of Chapter 123 
of the General Laws 
(Chapter 888). This statute 
attempts to return to the 
retarded (and the mentally 
ill) the human dignity, and 
the civil and legal rights, 
which they have been 
deprived of since the days of 
Charles Dickens. It requires 
a reorientation in the 
procedures and attitudes of 
the personnel at state in¬ 
stitutions, and a great deal 
more responsibility for the 
communities towards the 
retarded. Without the 
specialized legal counselling 
a project like MERREP can 
provide, the moral com¬ 
mitment represented by 
Chapter 123 will remain 
unsatisfied. 

“We would appreciate any 
support you may offer in this 
complex problem of funding 
for this project. We feel that 
the project has much 
potential in meeting and 
solving the legal problems 
facing retarded persons in 
community programs.”

Regular tires should have 
enough tread to get a good 
bite on snow or ice. Snow 
tires are an advantage if you 
drive a lot on snowy roads. 
They should be of the same 
; size and construction as the 
front tires. 

Studded snow tires (in 
areas where legal) are even 
better, preferably on all four 
wheels. They offer the same 
advantages as regular snow 
tires, plus extra ef¬ 
fectiveness on ice. When it 
comes to severe snow and 
ice conditions, reinforced 
tire chains give you the most 
traction advantage. 

Now is the time, according 
to Sgt. S. Chmielewski, to 
foresee your winter driving 
needs and equip your vehicle 
accordingly. 

The safety officer also had 
a comment about a year- 
round habit recommended 
by the International 
Association of Chiefs of 
Police and particularly 
helpful in wintertime — the

belts. 

“When winter conditions 
increase the chances of 
property damage ac¬ 
cidents,” Sgt. Chmielewski 
contends, “safety belts 
minimize injuries should an 
unavoidable mishap occur. 
Their ability to hold a driver 
in a stable position may 
actually enable you to avoid 
accidents which otherwise 
might occur on slippery 
streets.” 

Chmielewski pointed out 
that this is the time of year 
when Agawam traffic 
department is preparing for 
the job of keeping traffic 
moving safely and ef¬ 
ficiently during the winter 
ahead. The job requires 
thorough planning, not only 
to satisfy busy citizens 
whose time is valuable, but 
to keep our life-arteries open 
in the event of an 
emergency.
